Progress of Revolution 
Venezuela, 


Castro's Troops Suffer 
a Severe Defeat. 


Govern ment Lacks Funds and 
Therefore Cannot Pay 
lis Soldiers.

WILLEMSTAD (Island of Curacao)

The revolution in the eastern part of 
Venezuela has made much progress 
during the past week and the govern- 
ment has been obliged to send rein- 
forcements of troops and supplies of 
ammunition daily to many parts of 
the republic. 

Gen. Escalante and two of President 
Castro's brothers suffered severe defeat 
at the hands of insurgents under Ro- 
rando, Penalosa and Ducharme, Apr'!! 
2 at San Agostin. near Carnpene, in 
the State of Bermudes. 

Of the 8509 government pebaters en- 
gaged in this action pniy 350 retreated, 
the remainder being killed, wounded 
or having deserted. 

The government was defeated in an- 
other engagement April 4, near El Pilar 
when its soldiers were trying to reach 
Cariaco in Bermudez. On this occa- 
sion the government troops again re- 
treated to Carupano, where Gen. Esca- 
lante is awaiting reinforcements. 
Among these will be 500 government 
soldiers called Andinoes. 

Gen. Escalante hopes to take the of- 
fensive with 1200 men. The situation 
at Carupano was still without change, 
April 6. There the revolutionists and 
the government forces are facing each 
other, in an attitude of expectancy. 

The town of Cumanaz, also in Ber- 
mudez, is also surrounded by revolu- 
ti forces. 

Barcelona, the capital of the State of 
Bermudez, is again closely watched by 
the insurgents under Monagas. Gen. 
Velutini, the Minister of the Interior, 
has recently been sent to this tow. 

Government officials at Caracas es- 
timate that there are 3500 revolution-

DESERT ANIMALS. : 
Two Remarkable Creatures Found in 


the Great Sahara Desert—Problem of 


Their Food and Water. J 

[London Spectator:] There are 
deserts and hot deserts, but it is in the 
latter that the presence and continu- 


markabie. There are almost no places. 
however hot the sun or waterless the 
sand, where some life does not exist. 
of an unexpected kind. The 
Afzhan De.imitation Commission found 
that a horrible sandy desert, which 
had to he crossed to reach the boun- 
dary, swarmed with large snakes, and 
the waterless plains of Arizona 
abound in reptiles and insects. 

Probably the least-known desert in 
the world is the Great Sahara, because 
the oases in its center are occupied by 
intensely hostile and warlike tribes, 
whose hatred of the French is a kind 
of delirium. But on its northern 
fringe two animals are found which 
seem specially adapted for life in this 
forbidden land. They are the addax an- 
telope and Loder’s gazelle. The addax 
is an ugly, awkward-looking animal, 
with spiral horns and very wide- 
spread hoofs, which enable it to go at 
the sand. Pliny 
knew of its existence, and was fatur- 
ally interested in it, for as South 
Africa was as yet unvisited, this was 
one of the few species of antelope 
known to the ancients. It was not re- 
discovered till Ruppell found it near 
Dongola. <As it is rather a large an- 
telope, it requires a considerable 
amount of food, and the difficulty 
which suggested itself was to discover 
where it found this food. 

It is now fairly certain that the ad- 
@ax follows the rains which fall at cer- 
tain seasons, and probably travels vast 
distances in the wake of the seasopal 
storms. The immense area of desert in 
Northern Africa makes this possible, 
though without special knowledge of 
the meterology of that part of the con- 
tinent it would be unsafe to assert that 
there is always rain going on In some 
part of the desert fringe. How the ad- 
dax supports itself in these absolutely 
dry interva!s is not known. Gazelles 
are mainly desert animals, but Loder's

YESTERDAY. 


Wonderful Achievement of a Los 
Angeles Woman Philanthropist— 
Full House Last Might

HE San Mission is : 


located two blocks north of the | 


Plaza, at the corner of San Fer: 
nando and Ord streets, in a big four- 
story brick hotel, which was purchased 
last July to be converted into a suit- 
able home for the growing mission. 

The work has just been completed, 
and the building, entirely renovated 
and remodeled from basement to the 
fourth floor, was opened to the public 
yesterday. The formal opening will oc- 
cur on Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock, 
when prominent clergymen and busi- 


ness men of the city will be present to 
take part in the ceremonies. 


The inspirati that resulted in the 
founding of this mission tes back 
eight or ten years, when re. Johnson, 


then a resident of Iowa, eae visit 
to Los Angeles and had her attention 
attracted to that section surrounding

, Speaking of the inception of the work, 
Mrs. Johnson said yesterday: 


Johnson came here to reside and began 
a house-to-house visitation with a de- 


sire to better the condition of neg- 
ected children and helpless mothers. 


“Finally I rented a small room, 
where I invited the people to come. It 
was started distinctly as a neighbor- | 
hood work, but homeless men. he,an to 
come, and there was nothing to do but 
care for them—and the redemption of 
the tramp may ‘be considered part of 
our work. How can they be lifted up 
and transformed into good citizens if 
we do not take a personal interest in 
them? So far as the public is con- 
cerned, it is surely better that the 
tramps are here at night than running

etc. There is a side entrance on Ord

After a man gets his supper, he dare 
not leave the house, if he also wants 
a bed. He can go to bed or attend the 
evening service in the chapel, as he 
likes, but Mrs. Johnson admits that it 
counts to his credit if he does the 
latter, and he is just likely to stop a 
bit and become interested as he rounds 
the corner on his way upstairs. 

Arriving at the top, the visitor en- 
ters a dressing-room, or undressing- 
room, Where he is met by a man at- 
tendant. He is required to disrobe 
and place his clothing in an air-tight 
fumigating-room which connects. Pass- 
ing through another door, he enters a 
large room, fitted with eight showers 
of hot and cold water. 

MUST BATHE. 

He is compelled to take the bath or 
go back to the basement. In the next 
room he is given a towel, and on a 
table is a huge pile of clean night 
shirts, one of which he puts on.

THE HOSPITAL. 

The third floor has fiftcen hospital 
wards, in charge of Miss Phoebe Cur- 
tis. At present there arc but four 
wards and an operating-room fitted 
up, and but two patients on hand, 
There is a neat diet kitchen on this 
floor, fitted with every convenience for 
quickly supplying the patient with a 
dainty bite, or mecting any emergrencys 
There is a large ward for chiidren, 
which wt] hold a dozen cots, and which 
it is hoped charitable people will sup- 
piy. 

On the second floor, beside the work. 
ers’ quarters, there s a parlor, reading- 
room and library. To these rooms the 
better class of men are admitted, as 
they show themeelves worthy.

The engines were designed by W. D. 
Custead of Waco, Tex., who is also an 
airship experimenter; they have been 
found successful after tests with gas, 
gasoline, steam and liquid air, Mulkey 
Says; they are semi-rotary, have no 
center, have developed 1140 revolutions 
a minute at a pressure of fifty pounds, 
and will weigh about nine pounds to 
the horse power. The whole ship will 
weigh, according to present plans, 
about 11,000 pounds, and will cost in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. To raise the 
needed capital the headquarters of this 
airship concern, which Mulkey has 
designated the American Airship. As- 
sociation, will be moved from this city 
to New York, where, the enthusiastic 
inventor claims, he already has several 
millionaires interested in the scheme.

If you peel a cucumber. cut it in thick 
slices and apply to the facc, allowing the 
liquid to dry of its own accord, it is 
alp the bleach some skins require. 

In making cucumber cosmetics be sure 
that the cucumber juice is strong and not 
diluted, as it is the arsenic in the cucum- 
ber that whitens the skin. I may add 
‘that this method of using an infinitesimal 
amount of arsenic, such as is found in the 
eucumbers, is entirely harmiess. The 
preparations with borax will keep longer 
than those without.

WORKMAN FALLS AND WHEELS 
CRUSH LIFE OUT. | 


Accident on the Breakwater Trestle 
Causes Death Before Injured Man 


Can Be Removed to Town—News of 
Shipping. 

SAN PEDRO, April 8—A French- 
man, Bovier by name, fell on the 
breakwater trestle this morning and 
was crushed by a moving train. He 
lived but a little while after the acci- 
dent. 

Bovier’s first name is unknown. He 
had for several months been employed 
by the California Construction Com- 
pany as a laborer. One of his chief 
duties was to remove with a bar from 
the flat cars on which it is brought 
the rock for the sea wall. Many of 
the smaller fragments are dumped in 
that way instead of with a derrick, 
which is used for the big pieces. 

The unfortunate man fell from a car 
and the wheels passed over his right 
arm near the body. That member was 
all but severed from the body, and the 
right ribs were crushed in. 

The right leg was broken, the right 
side of the head and back were cut 
and lacerated and the left thumb was 
cut off. 

AS s00n as possible the injured man 
was placed on a flat car, which was at- 
tached to a switch locomotive, and he 
Was conveyed to San Pedro. He died 
on the way. 

The body was taken to Lucas'’s un- 
dertaking rooms. It is expected that 
Coroner Holland will hold an inquest 
here Wednesday morning. Bovier was 
about 30 years of age. ;

FIRST COMMERCIAL STATION IN 
UNITED STATES. 
@--—- -- 
Site Selected and Plant Ordered by 
Gen. New, and the Island Triumphs 
Over Powerful Competitors Up the 


AVALON, April 8. — Santa Cathuna 
Island has been definitely selected as 
the location of the first commercial sta- 
tion in the United States of that most 
wonderful discovery of the age, 
wireless telegraphy. Gen. New, the 
general manager of the Pacific Wireless 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, has 
forwarded by telegraph to the com- 
pany’s headquarters in Denver the 
order to ship the plant immediately, 
and as it was all in readiness when 
Gen. New started westward, to make 
the final decision as to its location, but 
a few days should elapse before it is 
landed on the coast. 

That Catalina Island should have 
been selected for the initial station for 
so important an enterprise is a wonder- 
ful tribute to this peerless resort, and 
is due to a recognition of her merits, 
coupled with the persuasive eloquence 
of Gen. A. W. Barrett, who has inde- 
fatigably labored to this end, Seattle, 
Tacoma, Portland and San Francisco 
have all been in the field bidding for 
the honor of having the first station, 
and have offered large inducements, but 
Catalina has won.

IRRIGATION ENTERPRISE.
